REPRESENTED IN TRIs8s 
STATE. 
Under the above caption the Char- 


lotte Observer makes the following 
just and truthful observations, and 
itso aptly expresses our views that 
we reproduce the article entire: 


‘“While Northern companies of 
every description are making the 
most liberal contributions to the Na- 
tional Centennial fund, the Singer 
Sewing Machine mem” alone 
contributing $10,000, the heeler 
and Wilson giving $5,000 and the 
Howe, $3,000 not a cent has been 
subscribed to the Mecklenburg Cen- 
tennial fund by a single corporation, 
either Northern or Southern. This 
Southern Centennial is the only cel- 
ebration of the sort of any magni- 
tude that will take place in the 
South. The Mecklenburg Centen- 
nial, perhaps, has no claims on cor- 
porations not doing business in the 
Seuth, but it surely has some claim 
on these represented in our State and 
especially in ourcity.

right enough. We have always con- 
tended that they ought to receive the 
preterence over “foreign corpora- 
tions,”’ but let them show that they 
are ‘‘Southern”’ in feeling as well as 
in name, by contributing to our 
Southern Centennial. We have not 
heretofore been among those who be- 
lieved that the opprobrious epithet 
** soulless tion” could ap- 
— universally without doing great 

njustice to some corporations. These 
Southern and Northern corporations 
in the State and city have 
only ten daye in which to vindicate 
themselves from this charge. We 
earnestly appeal to the representa- 
tives of such corporations in this city 
and State totelegraph atonce to their 
headquarters and find out 
if t they represent will 
not aid us. This occasion offers ex- 
traordinary opportunities foradvertis- 
ing. These curporations will all take 
advantage of it, then why not help 
to defray the expenses? It is too 
hard that nearly the whole expense 
should fall upon people who will not 
be benefit one cent by it.

RADICAL RASCALITY. 


The Spencer Investigation —Corrup- 
tion on Top of Corruption—A His- 
tory of the Villainy, Etc., Etc. | 


MONTGOMERY, ALA., May 12. — 
The legislative Committee to inves- 
tigate the means whereby Spencer 
secured the claim to the Senate took 
a recess to-day. Over three hundred 
pages of manuscript testimony by 
Republican witnesses produce the 
following facts: Before the election 
Spencer went to Louisville to see 
General Terry and urge him to send 
troops to Alabama, the purpose being 
to use the troops as a political ma- 
chine to intimidate Democratic vo- 


ters. 

After the election a separate Court 
Room Legislature was organized, be- 
cause it was feared that if both parties 
met together the Democrats. would 
have control of the organization and 
defeat Spencer. The Republicans 
who opposed Spencer were bought 


over with money and the promise of 
appointments to office. 


In order to 
get a quorum for the Court Room 
Legislature, a body of men were sent 
for and paid to come and _ repre- 
sent counties, not only without certi- 


fieates of election, but without any 


pretences of election. In order to de- 
feat a quorum in the Capitol Legisla- 
ture one member was bribed by 
Hinds, and another was drugged to 
insensibility. The money used in 
corrupting members was government 
funds, borrowed for that purpose 
from Postoftice and Revenue officials, 
When a compromise was proposed 
by Attorney General Williams, it 
was found that unless one Democrat- 
fc Senator could be unseated anda 
Republican putin his stead, the re- 
cord would show that the Court 
Room Legislature had no quorum ibn 
the Senate, and that Spencer's elec- 
tion was void. Thereupon one Glass, 
the Republican Senator from Macon 
county, was paid from 300 to 500 dol- 
lars to pairoff with a Democratic 
Senator, in what was known as the 
Miller and Martin contest and vio- 
late his pledge. The Lt. Governor, 
McKinstry, was to ruJe, and the Re- 
publican Senators were to sustain his 
rulings, so as to settle the contest be- 
fore notice of the treachery could be 
conveyed to the absent Democratic 
Senator. 

The testimony of Robert Barber, 
clerk of Court Room lower House, 
and also clerk of the same House 
after consolidation, is a sample of the 


whole mess. Barber being duly 
sworn, testified as follows: ‘‘I was 


clerk of the lower House of the Court 
Room Legislature, and also clerk of 
the House in the consolidated Legis- 
lature. ‘The object ofthe Court Room 
Legislature was to secure the organl- 
zation and elect General Spencer to 
the U.S. Senate. We did not think 
this could be done if we met at the 
Capito!.”’ After detailing the means 
employed by Spencer to shelve ex- 
Governor Parsons and Alex. White, 
whom he had heard would be rival 
candidates for the Senate, the wit~ 
ness proceeds: ‘‘I hsve letters from 
Spencer relative to the use of troops, 
but as they are confidential I do not 
propose to introduce them.’’ The 
Committee insisted on seeing the 
letters, and Barber, after consulting 
counsel, introduced them. 

Letter No. 2, dated Decatur, Oct. 22, 
1873, after stating what troops had 
been ordered to Alabama, and where 
stationed, proceeded thus: I wish 
Randolph, Deputy U. S Marshal, 
would use tke company at 
Opelikain making arrestin Talapoo:.a 
Randolph and Clebourne counties. 
I wish you would go to Talladega 
and block the game. I must not, 
however, be Known inthe matter. 

(Signed,) 
Truly, yours, 
GEo, E. SPENCER. 

To Kobt. Barber. 

The witness continued: I knew 
Spencer’s hand-writing and these 
letters are writtenand sigued by him 
and bear the impress of his seal and 
motto, ‘‘Dieu Defendi Le’droit.’’— 
The expression relative to arrest in 
Randolph and other counties refers 
to a letter received by me _ from 
ar county, in which it was 
stated that if troops could be sent 
into the counties named to makea 
few arrests enough votes could be 
run out of them to secure the election 
of the Republican candidates for the 
Legislature. 

I informed General Spencer cf these 
facts and this is what that part of 
his letter related to. . 

As Assistant Secretary ofthe Re- 
publican State Executive Commit- 
tee I was familiar with the plans of 
Spencer and the Republican party. 
J.J. Hinds was Spencer’s confiden- 
tial man and represented him in 
every particular. e had control of 
every movement. G.C. Sheats, Col. 
W.H. Betts, D.C. Whiting, J. J. 
Hines Chas. Pelham, U.S. Marshal 
A. R. Baker and I had the special 
management of Spencer’s election. 
In our conferences I was informed 
that allthe money needed to secure 
Spencer’s election was provided and 
inthe hands of Hinds. It was said 
that the Lowdenes county delegation, 
except Maj. Hunter, were disaffected. 
This would defeat Spencer’s 
election. We were informed that two 
thousand dollars had been raised to 
disaffect these members and that it 
had been deposited subject to the or- 
der of Senator Jones ‘T'his we after- 
wards found to be untrue, but not 
knowing any better then, I was in- 
structed to say to Senator Jones, that 
we had 2,500,dollars subject to his or- 
der, conditioned upon his holding 
the Lowdenes county delegation in 


, the Court Room Assembly. Learning 


that Jones was attending a colored 
ball Isent J. M. Beach to interview 
him and report. Sandy Bynum, 
John C. Hendrex and myself were 
selected to watch the Lowdenes 
county representatives, except Hun- 
ter, all night. Just beforeday, As- 
sistant Sergeant-at-Arms, Dan Nor- 
wood, came out of the house where 
they were staying andI gave him 
five dollars to return and wake them 
and tell them that I wanted to see 
them. They came out and we went. 
to the Madison House where Spencer 
had ordered a break fast for their espec- 
cial benefit. I then went toSpencer’s 
room and informed him thatI had 
them. He told me to conduct them 
tohis room, which I did. I told 
them that Spencer had made up his 
mind to giveeach of them an ap- 
pointment, and Spencer, who was 
present, promised them route agen- 
cies. During the nightI left Bynum 
on watch, and went to Spencer’s 
room tosuggest the propriety of send. 
ing to Lowdenes for Bryant. Bry- 
ant arrived the next day, and asI 
understood received $300 from Hinds. 
This seemed to fix the Lowdeneg 
county delegation all right. The 
Legislature convened that morning, 
The Lowdenes county delegation 
were present and voted for Spencer, 
Many members from other counties 
were promised offices I was author- 
ized by Spencer to promise members 
as many Offices as J might think ne- 
cessary to secure their support. I

He ascertained all he could of their 
movements by going to the rooms of 
members of that body and leading 
them into conversations aod feport- 
ed to Spencer. We tried constant- 
ly to defeat a quofum.of the Capitol 
Legislature and T-was given to un- 
derstand that the plan had succeeded 
by disaffecting two members and 
was given to understand that Mr. S. 
was to be- drugged, and was 
afterwards informed that he 
had been drugged and was lying 
somewhere insensible. This was the 
night before the day fixed by law for 
the election of U.S. tenator, when 
the Capitol Assembly would) proceed 
to elect on that day. oI learned that 
the drugged meuiber was still dying 
insensible. The witness then pro- 
cecded to, detail how Parker and 
Chisholm, two men from distant 
counties, generally known to have 
been not elected, were sent for and 
induced by the promise of office to 
enter the Court Room Legislature as 
representatives of their respectives. 
counties, and proceeds as follows: 
Baker was appointed clerk of the 
House Committee on Internal Im- 


provements by General Dunstan, the |

ment and he was afterwards appoint- 
ed United States marshal for the 
Northern District of Alabama. Af- 
ter the consolidation of the two Leg- 
isiatures, Chisholm was appointed to 
a position in the Custom House in 
Mobile. 

In the Miller-Martin contest for a 
seat in the consolidated Senate it was 
decided by the friends ot Spencer 
that Millershould be seated. This 
was tobe accomplished by sustain- 
ing Lt. Governor McKinstry’s 
rulings whatsoever they may be. In 
order to secure the success of this 
plan, and get McKinstry to make 
such rulings as would seat Miller be- 
fore the absent Democratic Senator 
could return, it wus necessary, we 
thought, for McKinstry so to rule as 
to cut off all debate and secure a finai 
vote. It was thought that if McKin- 
stry so ruled the Democratic Senators 
would either bolt or fight. To pro- 
vide for the latter contingency pick- 
ed men were by agreement in the 
lobby of the Senate chamber. 
Among these men were W. H. Betts, 
Chas. Pelham, Sam Olin, M. G. Can- 
dee, Milo Barter, J. J. Hinds, a 
rough from Georgian whose name I 
did not know, and some five or six 
others whose names I cannot remem- 
ber. I don’t Know that McKinstry 
knew our plans, but he knew the men 
we had stationed in the lobby and 
we believed that he ‘would so rule as 
to seat Miller at all hazards, and that 
he would be strengthened by their 

resence, The purpose was to show 
iim that he had friends there who 
would back him. We apprehended 
some dilatory action by the Demo- 
crats Which would prevent final ac- 
tion until the returu of the absent 
Democratic Sepator Edwards. It 
was therefore necessary to have final 
action that day and seat Miller be- 
fore Edwards got back. In answer 
to a question as to what means were 
used to induce Senator Glass to re- 
main in Montgomery after Edwards, 
with whom he had paired off on this 
question had left. The wituess said it 
was understood that Glass was to pair 
with Edwards on this question ; that 
the twoshould goto the depot at the 
same time, and that Glass should 
thence return to the city seemingly 
or unknown to Xdwards, 
the idea being to make others believe 
that both men had left at the same 
time. Both did go tothedepot atthe 
same time, but Glass returned and 
was secreted in a room at the Madi- 
son House. To give him an excuse 
for violating his pledge, I served a 
subpoena on him toappear as witness 
in some ease in which Chas. Pelham 
Was attorney. I found A. R. Baker 
acting as his doorkeeper, and Baker, 
at my request, handed Glass the 
writ. Glass was kept out of sight 
until the vote was being taken in the 
Miller-Martin contest, when he was 
informed by a signal given from the 
front of the Capitol that his presence 
was required. He appeared in the 
Senate chamber and gave his vote 
for the seating of Miller. I under- 
stood that he was to be paid three or 
four hundred dollars for breaking 
faith with Edwards. .

A PoLAR WAVE ONE HUNDRED 
YEAkS AGo.—Randall’s Life of Jef- 
ferson contains the entries in Mr, 
Jefferson’s garden-book in 1774, from 
which it appears that the people of 
that time were subject to ‘ polar 
waves” in the Spring time. We copy 
the following entries:
